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families  on  the  post.  Now  she  is  full 
time  assistant  to  the  chaplain. 

Recently  Corporal  Clark  conducted 
a  Vacation  Bible  School  which  en¬ 
rolled  around  a  hundred.  Next  she 
plans  to  standardize  the  Sunday 
school  by  putting  on  a  teachers’  train¬ 
ing  class. 

Corporal  Clark's  story  is  typical  of 
the  corps’  effort  to  place  each  WAC  in 
the  particular  work  for  which  she  is 
best  qualified. 

The  army,  evidently,  has  no  illusion 
that  all  women  should  be  in  the 
WAC.  There  is  a  responsible  place 
for  some  in  the  army,  but  for  many 
others  there  is  a  more  important  place 
in  civilian  life. 

At  Fort  Knox  where  some  60,000 
men  are  stationed  there  are  only  three 
WAC  companies  (about  450  women), 
1,050  have  been  authorized. 

In  our  tour,  which  included  the

Mississippi  College  is  one  of  the  few 
favored  institutions  of  the  country. 
She  was  selected  by  the  navy  to  give 
basic  training  to  350  prospective 
naval  officers.  These  fine  young  fel¬ 
lows  are  on  the  campus  hard  at  work. 
What  a  privilege  and  opportunity  to 
have  a  part  in  training  these  future 
leaders;  leaders  not  only  for  the  task 
at  hand,  but  also,  and  what  is  more 
important,  leaders  in  the  building  of 
a  new  world. 

One  hundred  of  these  men  are  from 
high  schools;  about  fifty  came  in 
from  the  fleet;  and  the  others  were 
in  colleges  last  session  as  naval  re¬ 
serve  students.  All  of  them  were 
hand-picked  by  the  navy  and  are  of 
the  best. 

In  addition  to  the  navy  students, 
there  are  some  150  civilian  students 
here,  making  500  students  on  the

campus.  Others  will  enter  in  Sep¬ 
tember.

Baptist  Relief  Through 
Baptist  Channels

Atlanta,  Ga. — Corporal  Violet  Clark 
of  Frederick,  Oklahoma,  now  on  as¬ 
signed  duty  at  Fort  Knox,  got  into 
the  WAC  the  natural  way. 

A  school  teacher  for  a  decade,  seven 
years  of  which  she  had  been  at  Fred¬ 
erick  as  junior  high  music  director, 
she  had  already  decided  that  the  only 
contribution  she  could  make  to  her 
country  would  be  as  a  teacher.  Then 
a  WAC  enlistment  officer  came  to 
town. 

“There’s  a  shortage  of  teachers  in 
the  corps,”  said  the  officer. 

“Here  I  come,’'  said  Violet  Clark. 

Corporal  Clark  told  me  her  story 
sitting  at  breakfast  in  the  mess  hall 
of  her  detachment  at  Fort  Knox.  I 
was  on  a  tour  by  army  air  transport 
of  WAC  installations  as  one  of  four¬ 
teen  invited  representatives  of  the 
religious  press.  Other  journalists  rep¬ 
resented  various  denominations. 

She  went  into  the  WAC  after  many 
years  as  her  pastor’s  right  hand  for 
music.  She  had  been  organist  and 
choir  director,  and  her  school  choir 
had  sung  in  all  of  the  churches  in 
Frederick. 

“I  had  ten  days  unassigned  with 
nothing  to  do  when  I  first  came  to 
Knox,"  she  said.  “I  thought  I  had 
made  a  mistake  in  joining,  for  I  gave 
up  a  lot  to  get  in  the  WAC.  I  prayed 
all  of  the  time." 

The  answer  to  her  prayers  came 
when  she  was  assigned  to  be  recrea¬ 
tional  director  at  Goldville,  a  com¬ 
munity  of  450  officers  and  civilian

have  been  increased  from  time  to 
time.

FLANS  FOR  PROTESTANT  PRKKs 
MONTH  ANNOUNCED 


Grand  Rapids.  Mich.— (RNgi— Prelim¬ 
inary  plans  for  "Protestant  Press  Month" 
to  be  observed  during  October  were  an¬ 
nounced  here  by  Dr.  Bernard  J.  Mulder, 
editor  of  the  Intelligencer-Leader  and 
president  of  the  Associated  Church  Press, 
an  organization  of  the  principal  Protes¬ 
tant  editors  of  the  country. 

'  The  month-long  campaign  of  cooperat¬ 
ing  Protestant  publications  was  author¬ 
ized  following  a  suggestion  for  a  Re¬ 
ligious  Journalism  Week"  made  by  Hom¬ 
er  W.  King,  editor  of  the  Protestant 
Voice,  at  the  association's  annual  meet¬ 
ing- 

Dr.  Mulder,  who  met  with  John  Mar¬ 
vin,  editor  of  the  Michigan  Christian 
Advocate,  and  King,  as  a  committee, 
said  a  letter  setting  out  plans  for  the 
observance  together  with  an  editorial 
will  be  mailed  soon  to  Protestant  editors. 

They  will  be  asked  to  publish  the  edi¬ 
torial  as  a  further  demonstration  of  co¬ 
operative  effort,  he  said,  and  to  state 
whether  they  will  cooperate. 

Later,  a  list  of  the  cooperating  peri¬ 
odicals  and  other  plans  will  be  released, 
be  said. 

‘‘While  no  period  could  be  chosen  that 
would  satisfy  every  group,”  Dr.  Mulder 
said,  “we  find  that  many  denomina¬ 
tions  stress  their  -  publications  during 
October  and  may  easily  tie  in  their 
plans  with  this  Protestant-wide  oberv- 
ance.”

The  Great  Friend 

A  Sermon  to  the  Children — By 
Dr.  B.  D.  Gray 

Text — Greater  love  hath  no  man 
than  this,  that  a  man  lay  down  his 
life  for  his  friends.  John  xv,  13. 

We  all  like  to  have  friends.  There 
is  no  person  who  does  not  love  to 
have  friends.  Those  who  have  friends 
know  how  pleasant  it  is  to  have  them 
and  those  who  have  not,  know  how 
unpleasant  and  miserable  it  is  not  to 
have  them.  The  very  best  people 
desire  to  have  friends,  and  so  do  the 
very  worst.  Indeed,  one  would  rather 
die  than  to  live  and  not  have  a  single 
friend. 

Now,  children,  I  wish  to  tell  you 
about  your  greatest  friend.  Do  you 
know 

Who  is  Your  Greatest  and 
Best  Friend?  ^ 

If  you  do  not,  you  ought  to  be  told, 
for  you  ought  to  know.  If  I  were  to 
ask  you  who  is  your  best  friend,  I 
expect  you  would  say  your  mother. 
Your  mother  is  your  true  friend,  be¬ 
cause  she  has  nursed  you  and  taken 
care  of  you.  When  you  were  in 
trouble  she  told  you  what  to  do. 
When  you  were  sick  she  was  so  kind 
to  give  you  everything  you  needed. 
And  many,  many  other  things  she  has 
done  for  you.  But  even  your  mother 
is  not  your  greatest  mend.  Perhaps 
you  think  if  it  was  not  your  mother 
it  is  your  father;  for  his  money  paid 
for  those  shoes  and  clothes  which 
keep  you  warm,  and  for  the  food  you 
eat.  Your  father  paid  the  teacher 
who  taught  you  to  spell  and  read  and 
write.  He  paid  the  doctor  who  gave 
medicine  to  your  dear  little  brother 
and  sister,  and  kept  them  from  dy¬ 
ing.  Your  father  is  surely  your  friend. 
But  even  for  all  this,  your  father  is 
not  your  best  friend.  But  you  love 
your  father  and  mother  better  than 
you  do  any  one  else,  and  you  think 
they  love  you  better  than  any  one 
else  does,  do  you  not?  And  still 
neither  of  them  is  your  best  friend. 


Who,  then,  is  your  greatest  friend?  It 
is  Jesus. 

Why  is  He  Your  Greatest  Friend? 

Because  He  has  done  more  for  you 
than  any  one  else  has".  He  has  done 
more  for  you  than  your  father  and 
mother  both  have  done,  and  He  loves 
you  better  than  they  both  love  you. 

On  one  occasion  when  Jesus  was 
with  His  disciples,  some  people 
brought  their  children  to  Him  and 
wanted  Him  to  bless  them,  but  His 
disciples  were  angry  with  the  people 
and  told  them  to  take  their  children 
away  and  not  to  trouble  Jesus.  But 
Jesus  rebuked  the  disciples,  and  told 
them  to  let  the  children  come  to  Him, 
and  not  to  hinder  them:  and  when 
the  children  were  brought  to  Him,  He 
took  them  in  His  arms  and  blessed 
them.  Jesus  loves  children  today  just 
as  He  did  then  and  will  bless  those 
who  come  to  Him.  I  said  Jesus  was 
your  best  friend  because  he  has  done 
more  for  you  than  anyone  else  has 
done.  What  has  He  done  so  much  for 
you?  Well,  He  has  given  you  your 
kind  fathers  and  mothers.  They 
work  and  make  money  to  buy  your 
food  and  clothing  but  He  gives  them 
health  and  strength  to  do  this  work. 
If  He  did  not  help  them  they  could 
not  help  you.  Why  did  He  die  for 
you?  In  order  that  you  might  be 
saved.  Man  sinned  and  God  said  He 
would  punish  him  with  death.  But 
then  Jesus  came  and  died  for  sinners 
in  order  that,  by  believing  on  Him, 
they  might  live.  You  are  all  sinners. 
You  are  continually  doing  wrong  and 
must  be  lost  unless  some  one  will  save 
you.  Now  Jesus  died  for  you.  Is  not 
this  more  than  any  one  else  has  done 
for  you?  It  is  more  than  your  father 
or  mother  has  done.  If  you  are  good 
and  obedient  children  your  fathers 
and  mothers  would  do  almost  any¬ 
thing  for  you,  perhaps  would  even  die 
for  you.  But  suppose  you  were  dis¬ 
obedient  and  did  not  love  your  fathers 
and  mothers,  could  you  expect  them 
to  love  you?  But  Jesus  died  for  you 
and  Is  willing  to  save  you  if  you  wiU 
trust  in  Him,  although  you  have  sin¬ 
ned  against  Him  and  disobeyed  His 
commands.  Is  He  not  your  greatest 
friend  because  He  nas  done  so  much 
for  you? 

But  Jesus  is  your  greatest  friend, 
not  only  on  account  of  what  He  has 
done,  but  also  on  account  of  what  He 
will  do  for  you.  Some  friends  last  for 
a  while,  then  they  leave  us.  Ah,  how 
often  we  think  we  have  a  good  friend, 
and  suddenly  that  person  becomes  our 
enemy.  It  may  be  that  you  had 
something  which  you  wanted  but  few 
to  know,  but  you  told  it  to  one  of 
your  friends,  that  person  soon  told  it 
to  others,  and  you  are  now  in  great 
trouble  about  it.  Here  you  meet  with 
one  whom  you  think  is  your  friend, 
but  it  happens  that  you  do  something, 
unintentionally,  which  offends  that 
person,  then  the  friendship  is  lost. 
Not  so  with  Jesus.  He  is  your  friend 
always.  He  never  changes.  If  ever 


you  trust  Him,  He  will  not  betray 
you.  If  you  have  anything  which 
causes  trouble  take  it  to  the  Lord, 
and  He  will  remove  your  trouble. 
Whenever  you  do  anything  wrong  and 
confess  it  to  Him,  He  will  forgive  you. 
Do  you  remember  the  words  of  that 
beautiful  hymn: 

“What  a  friend  we  have  in  Jesus, 

All  our  sins  and  griefs  to  bear, 

What  a  privilege  to  carry 
Everything  to  God  in  prayer." 

Then  Jesus  is  your  friend  when 
others  forsake  you.  Perhaps  you 
sometimes  think  your  friends  have  all 
forsaken  you.  Remember  that  Jesus 
will  never  leave  nor  forsake  you.  Lis¬ 
ten  to  four  more  lines  of  that  same 
hymn: 

“Do  thy  friends  despise,  forsake  thee? 
Take  it  to  the  Lord  in  prayer, 

In  His  arms  He’ll  take  and  shield 
thee, 

Thou  wilt  find  a  solace  there.” 

You  have  all  heard  or  read  about 
David,  I  suppose.  David  was  a  very 
great  and  good  man.  He  loved  the 
Lord  and  served  Him  faithfully.  Da¬ 
vid  thought  the  Lord  was  his  best 
friend.  On  one  occasion  he  was 
speaking  of  the  Lord’s  goodness  to 
Him,  and  he  said:  “When  my  father 
and  mother  forsake  me,  then  the 
Lord  will  take  me  up.”  He  knows 
when  you  are  in  danger  and  will  keep 
you  from  harm.  He  knows  all  your 
wants  and  will  give  you  what  you 
need.  Is  not  Jesus  then  your  greatest 
friend?  He  surely  is.  Now  if  Jesus  is 
such  a  friend  to  you  all,  as  we  have 
seen, 

How  Ought  You  to  Feel  and 
Act  Toward  Him? 

Ought  you  not  to  love  and  obey 
Him?  Boys,  if  a  person  were  to  do 
you  a  great  kindness,  would  you  not 
love  that  person?  Suppose  you  were 
in  trouble,  would  you  not  love  any 
one  who  should  help  you  out  of  the 
trouble?  Jesus  has  even  died  for 
you;  and  He  wants  you  to  love  and 
serve  Him.  Will  you  not  do  so?  He 
has  given  you  many  blessings  to  en¬ 
joy,  will  you  not  show  that  you  are 
thankful  by  striving  to  do  what  He 
commands?  I  know  all  of  the  girls 
who  read  this  would  think  it  very 
wrong  to  disobey  their  mothers,  when 
their  mothers  love  them  so  much  and 
have  done  so  much  for  them.  But 
Jesus  loves  you  better  than  your 
mothers  love  you  and  has  done  more 
for  you  than  your  mothers  have  done 
or  can  do  for  you;  then  ought  you  not, 
will  you  not  love  Him  and  obey  Him? 

Who,  then,  is  your  greatest  friend? 
Jesus. 

Why  is  He  your  greatest  friend?  Be¬ 
cause  He  has  done  so  much  for  you. 
What  ought  you  to  do  with  such  a 


friend?  Love  and  obey  Him.

college  at  a  time  when  the  need  was 
no  less  urgent  because  so  many  of  us 
couldn’t  see  it.  He  absorbed  Hillman 
College,  and  now  he  has  the  naval 
students  under  his  wing,  making  best 
use  of  the  fine  facilities  afforded  at 
Clinton.  ' 

“Conserving  thus  the  very  consid¬ 
erable  assets  of  the  college,  Dr.  Nelson 
is  entitled  to  unreserved  credit  for 
seeing  what  was  coming  before  it  got 
here.  He’s  a  canny  Scot,  me  lads!” 

Dr.  Nelson's  foresight  was  not  lim¬ 
ited  to  the  effects  of  war  on  football. 
When  he  “saw  what  was  coming  be¬ 
fore  it  got  here”  he  also  foresaw  the 
effects  on  the  college's  finances  and 
enrollment,  and  the  opportunities  as 
well  as  the  problems  the  war  would 
present  to  the  college,— opportunities 
to  conserve  and  strengthen  the  col¬ 
lege's  resources  while  enabling  the 
college  to  render  the  maximum  service 
to  state  and  nation  during  the  war. 

He  saw  these  things  and  he  made 
his  board  of  trustees  see  them.  That 
is  why  Mississippoi  College  is  render¬ 
ing  maximum  war  service,  and  why  it 
will  emerge  from  the  war  stronger, 
more  influential,  and  more  useful 
than  ever.  To  many  it  is  only  inciden¬ 
tal,  but  this  is  also  why,  when  post¬ 
war  athletic  competition  is  resumed, 
Mississippi  College  will  more  than  re¬ 
gain  anything  lost  by  early  suspen¬ 
sion  of  football  for  the  duration. 

The  manner  in  which  he  foresaw 
the  problems  and  opportunities  to  be 
presented  his  college  by  the  war  dem¬ 
onstrated  again  what  had  been  gen¬ 
erally  recognized  in  educational  cir¬ 
cles,  that  Dr.  Nelson  is  one  of  the 
South’s  most  able  and  foresighted 
educators  and  college  executives. 

It  is  proper  to  add  here  that  re¬ 
cent  developments  placing  intercol¬ 
legiate  football  “into  almost  total 
eclipse,”  also  confirm  the  wisdom  of 
the  College  Board  in  suspending  con¬ 
ference  competition  for  the  duration 
in  the  state's  institutions  of  higher 
learning.— Clarion-Ledger.

World  War,  bathing  the  human 
family  in  a  sea  of  tears,  distress  and 
blood.  This  gigantic  struggle  clusters 
around  the  sacred  principle  of  Free¬ 
dom  of  Thought,  Freedom  of  Action, 
and  Freedom  of  Worship,  sacred  to 
Baptists— and  for  it,  they  have,  dur¬ 
ing  all  ages,  suffered  and  died. 

True  it  Is,  humanity  is  rapidly  fac¬ 
ing  a  new  world  order.  To  attempt 
to°state  that  order  is  doubtless  spec¬ 
ulation,  but  all  must  agree  that  there 
must  flow  from  the  spring  of  that  or¬ 
der  the  principles  thus  held  sacred  to 
the  BaptisU  cause. 

To  meet  the  challenge  of  our  day 
and  time,  Baptists  should  formulate 
an  aggressive  program,  worthy  of  the 
rich  traditions  of  the  past,  and  com¬ 
mensurate  with  the  commission  given 
us  2000  years  ago.  This  program 
should  not  only  be  large  in  its  scope 
and  deep  in  its  purpose,  but  it  should 
also  extend  over  a  period  of  time, 
which,  in  its  educational  feature,  will 
produce  another  hundred  and  more 
years  of  fruitful  Christian  service. 

Political  governments,  business  in¬ 
stitutions  and  other  agencies  are  now 
planning  and  writing  contracts,  and 
promoting  programs  extending  over 
a  period  of  many  years,  fcfuch  of  the 
government  planning  and  financing 
now  extend  over  a  period  of  twenty- 
five  years.  A  planned  program  ex¬ 
tending  over  a  period  of  years  has 
proven  to  be  both  safe  and  wise. 

We  are,  therefore,  bold  to  suggest 
that  Southern  Baptists  launch  a  ten- 
year  plan,  embodying  a  program 
based  upon  two  or  more  major  objec¬ 
tives.  i 

1.  Evangelism.  Christian  Growth. 

2.  Adequate  Finances. 
(Christians  at  work.)  (Ways  and 
means  provided.) 

The  first  objective  stated  would 
embody  growth  in  faith,  Christian 
service  and  evangelism.  Added  em¬ 
phasis  should  be  placed  upon  the  im¬ 
portance  and  place  of  the  local 
church,  and  the  whole  program  of 
the  church.  It  would,  to  be  sure,  in¬ 
clude  state,  home  and  foreign  mis¬ 
sions. 

Christian  education  has  and  always 
will  be  a  stepping  stone  in  the  pro¬ 
gram  of  Baptists.  Hence,  our  semi¬ 
naries  and  Christian  colleges  would 
be  enlarged  in  their  facilities,  and 
their  program  expanded  to  meet  the 
needs  of  this  new  world  order. 

During  this  generation,  new  em¬ 
phasis  has  been  placed  upon  the  need 
of  Christian  hospitals.  Baptists  have 
demonstrated  the  value  of  this  pro¬ 
gram.  We  have  but  touched  this 
needy  field  of  service.  This  ten-year 
plan  should  provide  for  additional 
Baptist-owned  hospital  facilities. 

If  this  plan  embraces  the  whole 
program  of  the  local  church  as  it 
should,  then  of  necessity  it  will  fore¬ 
cast  a  post-war  or  peace-time  pro¬ 
gram.  The  watch-word  in  a  post-war 
program  now  is  “Be  ye  ready.”  In 
the  committee’s  report  for  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  under  date  of 
April  13,  1943.  it  wisely  said,  “We 
should  undertake  such  work  and  only 
such  work  as  Southern  Baptists  are 
prepared  adequately  to  man,  to  equip, 
and  to  finance. 

It  can  be  donef  We  have  the  man¬ 
power,  we  can  dedicate  the  money, 
and  we  can  provide  the  necessary 
equipment.  As  we  finish  paying  our 
debts  let’s  go  quickly  Into  a  ten-year 
plan  of  larger  service,  and  launch  a

own  denominational  channels  for  the 
following  reasons: 

First,  as  Baptists  of  America  we  are 
able  through  such  contributions  to 
share  directly  with  destitute  Baptist 
people  with  whom  and  to  whom  we 
have  been  preaching  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ.  In  some  areas  in  China, 
Chinese  Baptists  are  literally  starving 
to  death.  Through  the  years  of  mis¬ 
sionary  work,  Baptists  of  America 
have  expressed  and  manifested  great 
interest  in  these  people.  We  have  told 
them  at  length  about  the  love  and 
mercy  of  Jesus  Christ.  Those  same 
people  are  now  desperately  in  need  of 
relief.  Truly  here  is  a  great  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  demonstrate  to  hungry  and 
starving  Christian  people  that  we 
have  really  been  sincere  in  the  gospel 
we  have  been  preaching. 

Second,  through  such  contributions 
we  are  able  to  share  with  needy 
preachers,  teachers,  Bible  women  and 
other  Christian  workers  of  all  types 
in  other  lands.  The  salaries  received 
by  these  Christian  workers,  particu¬ 
larly  in  Free  China  where  unlimited 
inflation  l^as  produced  a  fearfully 
high  cost  of  living,  are  far  below  the 
cost  of  living  necessities.  The  prices 
of  most  commodities  have  gone  up 
since  1937  almost  seventy  times  as 
great.  The  salaries  of  Christian  work¬ 
ers,  whether  paid  by  mission  organi¬ 
zations  or  by  Chinese  Baptist  organ¬ 
izations,  cannot  possibly  be  raised  in 
keeping  with  the  tremendous  increase 
in  prices.  The  result  is  that  without 
some  kind  of  help,  these  preachers, 
teachers  and  other  Christian  workers 
must  live  on  starving  diets. 

With  relief  funds  contributed  by 
Southern  Baptists,  the  lives  of  many 
hundreds  of  these  workers  have  al¬ 
ready  been  saved.  A  considerable  part 
of  the  relief  funds  we  are  now  send¬ 
ing  to  Free  China  are  used  to  help 
destitute  Chinese  Baptists.  Because 

ten-year  program  at  our  centennial 
in  1945,  with  definite  objectives. 

Finances:  This  plan  should  safe¬ 
guard  against  any  added  debt.  Pay 
as  we  go,  if  you  please.  In  our  debt¬ 
paying  program  we  have  justly  placed 
great  emphasis  upon  “Give  us  this 
day  our  dally  bread,” — the  material 
blessings  of  life.  In  this  ten-year 
-plan,  let  us  place  new  emphasis  upon 
“Thy  kingdom  come." 

Machinery:  It  may  be  that  Baptists 
already  have  the  necessary  machin¬ 
ery  for  a  large  ten-year  plan.  Doubt¬ 
less  this  machinery  should  be  re¬ 
arranged.  Certainly,  there  should  be 
no  further  trend  in  centralization  of 
power.  This  program  must  be  car¬ 
ried  back  to  the  individual,  giving  the 
whole  program  of  the  local  church 
first  place.  The  executive  secretaries 
of  our  state  conventions  working  with 
our  pastors  could  doubtless  lead  in 
formulating  and  executing  a  well- 
rounded  ten -year  program.  Let  it  be 
a  plan  for  and  by  our  people. 

The  harvest  is  ready!  Patriotic 
men  who  love  liberty  must  love  the 
Lord.  The  fields  are  white.  Let’s  go  I 
Delay  will  be  costly  in  manpower  and 
material  resources  and  opportunity. 

Give  Southern  Baptists  a  worthy 
program  as  we  approach  the  new 
world  order,  and  Southern  Baptists 
will  execute  it  for  the  glory  of  the 
Lord! 

A  studiously  planned  program  pro¬ 
jecting  itself  over  some  ten  years,  en¬ 
thusiastically  executed  is  the  answer.

agencies,  we  are  able  to  use  them  for 
destitute  people  with  whom  we  have 
been  associated  in  missionary  work  as 
we  do  not  use  funds  received  through 
the  general  relief  agencies. 

Third,  by  contributing  relief  funds 
through  our  denominational  agencies 
we  are  able  to  demonstrate  to  the 
world  at  such  a  time  as  this,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  to  the  destitute  peoples  of 
the  world,  that  as  a  denomination  we 
are  interested  in  the  practical  appli¬ 
cation  of  the  gospel  we  preach;  we 
are  able  to  demonstrate  that  we  are 
Interested  in  the  suffering  and  agony 
of  people  as  well  as  in  maintaining 
our  program  of  church  activities  and 
of  missionary  work.  In  this  day  of 
such  widespread  destitution  and  suf¬ 
fering,  the  relief  of  this  physical  suf¬ 
fering  must  be  as  definite  a  part*  of 
our  denominational  program  as  edu¬ 
cational  work  or  any  other  undertak¬ 
ing.  Otherwise,  we  shall  give  these 
destitute  people  of  other  lands  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  we  are  more  interested  in 
theoretical  phases  of  a  formal  pro¬ 
gram  than  we  are  in  the  personal 
needs  of  individual  people. 

Whatever  we  may  do  through  the 
general  relief  agencies  it  is  imperative 
that  we  emphasize  relief  work  through 
our  denominations  at  this  time  if  we 
expect  destitute  peoples  of  other  lands 
to  believe  in  our  sincerity  in  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  of,  Jesus 
Christ. 


HOME  CHURCH  MUST  HELP  KEEP 
WACS  SPIRITUALLY  ANCHORED, 
SAY  CHAPLAINS

Third  WAC  Training  Center  at  Fort 
Oglethorpe  and  field  units  at  Fort 
Knox  and  Camp  Grant,  we  learned 
first  hand  of  WAC  efficiency  in  of¬ 
fices,  as  mechanics  and  drivers,  in 
printing  plants,  in  public  relations 
work,  in  kitchens,  in  hospitals. 

The  army  has  no  illusions,  either, 
about  the  moral  and  spiritual  prob¬ 
lems  created  by  bringing  women  into 
army  life.  Chaplain  William  P.  Jones, 
a  Southern  Baptist,  formerly  pastor 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Irving, 
Texas,  was  quick  to  assert  that  the 
WACS  at  Fort  Knox  “as  a  whole  are 
better  than  civilians.  Their  conduct 
Is  better  than  the  civilians  of  Louis¬ 
ville."  A  plea  from  another  Baptist, 
Chaplain  Owen  W.  Moran,  formerly 
of  Florida  and  Alabama,  voiced  the 
chaplain’s  need  of  assistance  from 
home  churches. 

“The  home  church  should  write  to 
the  Baptist  chaplain  immediately 
when  a  girl  is  shipped  from  one  post 
to  another,”  he  said.  “The  church 
ought  to  have  enough  interest  to  keep 
up  with  the  members  in  these  critical 
experiences.  They  should  write  the 
chaplain  in  advance  that  the  girl  is 
coming,  telling,  about  the  girl’s  abil¬ 
ities  and  needs.  The  chaplain  will 
thus  be  ready  to  minister  intelligently 
and  helpfully." 

It  is  the  personal  Interest  shown  by 
the  home  church,  the  chaplains  with 
whom  I  talked  agreed,  which  is  vitally 
needed  to  keep  the  women  and  men 
of  the  army  spiritually  anchored.

PLANNING  FOR  CHAPLAINS 

Two  steps  taken  last  week  by  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Oklahoma 
Baptist  General  Convention  will  find 
hearty  approval  by  both  pastors  and 
laymen. 

The  Executive  Board  approved  a 
plan  for  the  Convention  to  pay  the 
church's  share  in  the  Minister's  re¬ 
tirement  Plan  if  the  chaplain  desires 
to  continue.  This  will  make  it  possi¬ 
ble  for  chaplains  to  escape  a  penalty 
for  service  to  their  country. 

The  second  step  taken  by  the  Exec¬ 
utive  Board  was  the  decision  to  im¬ 
pound  a  reserve  from  State  Mission 
surpluses  to  help  meet  post-war  mis¬ 
sion  needs.  Nearly  100  Oklahoma 
Baptist  pastors  are  now  serving  as 
chaplains.  It  was  the  feeling  that 
funds  should  be  saved  to  finance  these 
men  in  mission  work  of  some  type 
until  they  can  be  absorbed  back  into 
pastorates. 

There  is  good  religion  and  good 
sense  in  both  steps.— Baptist  Messen¬

The  Intermediates 
have  hemmed  curtains  and  we  have 
curtained  the  rooms  off  and  will  have 
our  commencement  Sunday. 

This  is  a  rural  church  and  they 
sent  in  a  Vacation  Bible  school  mis¬ 
sion  offering  of  $12.25.  Yes,  It  all 
goes  to  show  that  many  of  our  people 
want  to  follow  if  we  will  give  them  a 
good  program  to  follow. 

Rev.  Joe  T.  Odle,  pastor  at  Crystal 
Springs,  in  sending  in  his  Vacation 
school  report,  says:  "This  is  my  ninth 
year  in  Vacation  Bible  school  work. 

is  as  much  a  part  of  our  church 
work  as  our  Sunday  school.” 

It  certainly  should  be  that  In  every 
church,  and  should  be  so  planned  for 
each  year.  When  the  Sunday  school 
officers  and  teachers  are  elected  in 


September,  the  principal  of  the  Vaca¬ 
tion  Bible  school  for  the  following 
slimmer  should  be  elected.  That 
makes  it  a  definite  part  of  the  yearly 
program  just  as  it  should  be.

We  are  getting  from  our  special 
summer  workers  some  very  glowing 
and  thrilling  reports  of  the  experi¬ 
ences  they  are  having.  We  have  been 
greatly  impressed  with  the  sense  of 
responsibility  that  these  young  peo¬

CONTACTS— Mississippi  Baptist  Sol¬ 
diers,  Sailors,  and  Defense  Projects 
Service  is  a  program  designed  to  aid 
army  and  navy  chaplains  and  the 
men  and  women  serving  our  country 
during  the  present  conflict.  In  the 
above  twelve  military  bases,  we  con¬ 
tacted  or  visited  thirty  army  chap¬ 
lains.

ONE  REASON  FOR  THE  DEARTH 
OF  BAPTIST  CHAPLAINS 
By  Henry  W.  Tiffany 


The  first  editorial  in  The  Watch¬ 
man-Examiner  of  June  10,  1943,  calls 
attention  to  the  fact  that  Northern 
Baptists  are  falling  far  short  of  their 
quota  of  chaplains  for  the  armed 
forces  of  the  country  and  adds, 
“There  must  be  some  reason,  for  our 
ministers  do  not  compare  unfavorably 
with  those  of  other  denominations.” 
One  reason  for  the  dearth  is  that 
Baptist  chaplains  do  not  enjoy  the 
freedom  that  those  of  ritualistic  de¬ 
nominations  enjoy  to  exercise  the 
right  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution 
and  the  regulations  of  the  army  and 
navy  “to  conduct  public  worship  In 
the  manner  and  form  of  his  own 
church.”  There  has  just  been  forced 
from  the  chaplaincy  in  this  area  a 
consecrated  chaplain,  and  without 
being  given  a  hearing.  The  reason 
given  for  the  demanded  resignation 
is  stated  as  follows:  “Without  Imply¬ 
ing  derogatory  criticism  of  his  per¬ 
sonal  or  religious  character  since  he 
obviously  is  sincere  and  genuine  in 
his  own  religious  convictions  and  has 
evinced  a  deep  interest  in  the  religi¬ 
ous  lives  of  officers  and  enlisted  men 
of  the  navy— it  is  partly  because  of 
his  extremely  zealous  evangelistic  in¬ 
clinations  that  he  is  considered  un¬ 
adapted  to  the  military  service.  His 
devotion  to  this  type  of  activity  Is  and 
has  been  embarrassing  and  disquiet¬ 
ing  to  his  associates  in  the  navy.” 

Though  the  navy  regulations  give 
to  every  man  the  right  to  a  hearing 
and  the  right  to  conduct  worship  "in 
the  manner  and  form  of  his  own 
church,”  this  chaplain  was  dismissed 
without  a  hearing,  and  he  informs  me 
that  he  was  not  permitted  to  pray  in 
the  services  of  public  worship,  but 
was  commanded  to  read  a  prayer  and 
follow  out  a  ritualistic  order  of  wor¬ 
ship.  Baptist  chaplains  under  such 
restraints  are  not  free  to  fulfill  what 
they  believe  to  be  the  functions  of  a 
chaplain,  and  we  are  informed  that 
many  of  them  who  have  entered  the 
chaplaincy  have  resigned. 

It  seems  to  us  then  when  so  many 
chaplains  are  majoring  on  other 
phases  of  work,  there  should  be  room 
in  the  navy  for  some  chaplains  who 
major  on  evangelistic  work  among 
the  men  soon  to  be  in  mortal  com¬ 
bat,  and  that  the  desire  that  the  men 
be  In  the  best  psychological  condition 
to  survive — If  for  no  other  and  higher 
reason — would  encourage  personal 
evangelism  among  the  men.— Watch¬ 
man-Examiner.

THE  SEMESTER  SYSTEM 


Blue  Mountain  is  a  college  of  the 
liberal  arts. 

An  eminent  educator  has  said,  “A 
liberal  education  consists  in  the  ac¬ 
quisition  and  the  refinement  of  stan¬ 
dards  of  values — all  sorts  of  values — 
physical,  intellectual,  emotional, 
aesthetic,  and  spiritual.”

CHAPLAIN  TELLS  OF  INTEREST  IN 
RELIGION  SHOWN  BY  SOLDIERS 
ON  GUADALCANAL 

Fragments  of  Scripture,  remembered 
by  one  soldier  as  he  heard  another  re¬ 
cite  them  during  the.  heat  of  battle  on 
Guadalcanal,  led  a  typical  soldier  to 
study  the  Bible  earnestly,  according  to 
a  report  to  the  War  Department  by 
Chaplain  (First  Lieutenant)  Gary  A. 
Bousman  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  who  has 
recently  returned  to  the  United  States 
from  four  months  of  service  on  Guadal¬ 
canal  and  Tulagl. 

After  the  battle  was  over  the  fighting 
man  came  to  the  Chaplain,  repeated  what 
he  remembered,  and  said  he  wanted  to 
learn  toe  whole  of  the  passage.  Chap¬ 
lain  Bousman  listened.  The  phrases  were 
from  the  Twenty-Third  Psalm,  “The  Lord 
is  my  Shepherd." 

The  last  time  Chaplain  Bousman  saw 
the  soldier,  he  was  eagerly  reading  a 
Bible  presented  to  him  by  the  Chaplain. 

"After  battle,  men  talk  quite  freely 
about  religion  and  their  personal  prob¬ 
lems,”  Chaplain  Bousman  said.  “They 
see  their  buddies  killed.  They  lie  in  the 
fox  holes  and  look  at  the  stars  and  think 
pretty  seriously.  As  much  as  I've  studied 
theology,  I,  too,  have  given  it  more  seri¬ 
ous  thought  after  battle.  It  makes  you 
think.” 


Soldiers  at  the  front  want  a  chap¬ 
lain  to  be  with  them.  Chaplain  Bousman 
said  they  appreciate  his  companionship 
and  encouragement.  He  cheers  the 
wounded,  and  buries  the  dead. 

At  one  time,  Chaplain  Bousman  relat¬ 
ed,  he  wa3  conducting  a  burial  service 
on  a  ridge.  Machine  gun  bullets  sud¬ 
denly  began  to  strike  about  the  burial 
squad.  They  dropped  and  rolled  down 
the  hill.  The  firing  stopped.  When  it  was 
not  resumed  within  15  minutes,  they 
returned  and  completed  the  service. 

Chaplain  Bousman  escaped  injury  in 
the  jungle  battle  on  Guadalcanal  and  an 
enemy  bombing  on  Tulagl  Island,  but 
suffered  attacks  of  malaria  and  other 
illness.

Blue  Mountain,  Miss.,  July  23 — Dr.  El¬ 
dridge  Burwell  Hatcher,  77,  for  sixteen 
years  pastor  and  college  professor  In 
Blue  Mountain,  eminent  as  educator, 
minister,  editor  and  author,  died  Tues¬ 
day  in  Bryn  Mawr,  Pa.,  according  to 
a  telegram  from  his  daughter,  Dr.  Anna 
Granville  Hatcher  of  the  faculty  of  Johns 
Hopkins  University.  He  was  suddenly 
stricken  with  pneumonia,  succumbing  to 
the  virulent  attack.  Details  of  the  funer¬ 
al  are  not  known  here. 

Dr.  Hatcher  was  bom  at  Fork  Union, 
Va.,  Oct.  16,  1865.  He  was  the  son  of  Dr. 
William  Eldridge  and  Virginia  Snead 
Hatcher.  His  father  was  one  of  the  fore¬ 
most  figures  among  Virginia  Baptists, 
himself  distinguished  as  a  minister,  edu¬ 
cator  and  author. 

Dr.  Hatcher  was  educated  at  Rich¬ 
mond  College,  Johns  Hopkins  University 
and  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  holding  M.  A.,  Th.  M.  and 
D.  D.  degrees. 

He  married  Anna  Granville  Denson, 
Norfolk,  Va.,  March  28,  1899.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  are:  William  E.  Hatcher,  Jr.,  Latin- 
American  representative  of  one  of  the 
leading  U.  S.  rubber  companies;  and  Dr. 
Anna  Granville  Hatcher,  of  the  faculty 
of  Johns  Hopkins  University.  There  are 
two  grand-children,  Eldridge  and  Car¬ 
men  Hatcher. 

Dr.  Hatcher  was  ordained  a  Baptist 
minister  in  1893,  serving  as  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  church,  Richmond,  Va.,  for 
ten  years;  superintendent  of  State  Mis¬ 
sions  in  Maryland  for  eleven  years; 
pastor  at  Christianburg,  Va.,  three  years; 
and  pastor  of  Lowrey  Memorial  church 
in  Blue  Mountain  for  three  years. 

Before  coming  to  Blue  Mountain  in 
1920,  Dr.  Hatcher  was  Editor  of  the 
Baptist  World  and  The  Western  Re¬ 
corder,  Louisville,  Ky.  He  contributed 
feature  articles  to  periodicals  all  over 
the  nation  for  many  years. 

For  thirteen  years  he  was  head  of  the 
Department  of  Christianity  of  Blue  Moun¬ 
tain  College.  He  left  Blue  Mountain  in 
1936  and  became  head  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Bible  in  Harcum  Junior  Col¬ 
lege,  Bryn  Mawr,  Pa.,  holding  this  posi¬ 
tion  till  his  death. 

Listed  in  Who's  Who  in  America,  Dr. 
Hatcher  was  author  of  the  following 
books:  The  Bible  and  the  Monuments 
The  Young  Professor,  Dorothy  Page, 
Life  and  Letters  of  William  E.  Hatcher, 
and  Woodrow  Carlyle. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Hatcher  has  deeply 
grieved  a  host  of  warm  friends  of  the 
family  here  and  over  the  borders  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Scholarly 
in  tastes  and  attainments,  saintly  4n 
character  and  conduct,  blessed  with  a 
keen  sense  of  humor  and  abounding  in 
wholesome  anecdotes  to  point  a  moral 
or  adorn  a  tale.  Dr.  Hatcher  possessed 
a  rare  combination  of  the  man  of  God, 
the  college  professor,  the  gracious  neigh¬ 
bor  and  the  genial  southern  gentleman. 
Modest  in  measuring  his  own  splendid 
worth,  generous  in  his  appreciation  of 
others,  noble  in  every  impulse  and  as¬ 
pect  of  his  long  and  useful  life.  Dr. 
Hatcher  has  left  a  goodly  heritage  for 
those  who  wear  his  name.  He  win  be 
long  remembered  and  those  who  knew 
him  are  better  for  his  life  and  love  him 
for  his  unique  worth.

Intrrnees  in  Shanghai.  A  letter 
from  H.  H.  Snuggs,  dated  Feb.  12,  1943 
and  addressed  to  Dr.  Beddoe  and  Mrs. 
Snuggs,  contained  the  following  in¬ 
formation:  “We  have  just  been  in¬ 
formed  by  the  International  Red 
Cross  that  we  are  permitted  by  the 
Japanese  authorities  to  state  to 
friends  that,  due  to  military  neces¬ 
sity,  we  are  ordered  to  report  on  the 
fifteenth  to  the  Civil  Assembly  Cen¬ 
ter  f°r  living  purposes.”  Conse¬ 
quently,  with  J.  T.  Williams,  Hud  Mc¬ 
Millan,  Hart  Westbrook,  Hamp  Ware 
and  Messrs.  Gillespie,  Fielder,  Vic  and 
Sterling,  they  were  interned.  They 
were  allowed  to  take  clothing,  some 
books,  medicines,  a  bed  each,  bedding, 
and  a  chair  each  and  all  the  food  they 
could  carry.  The  rest  of  the  group, 
including  the  ladies,,  went  to  some 
other  .place.  Brother  Snuggs  reported 
them  all  well  and  that  there  would  be 
several  doctors  in  the  camp. 

Dr.  Beddoe  wrote,  telling  about  Miss 
Inabelle  Coleman  of  whom  they  heard 
through  a  Chinese  friend  of  hers.  In 
the  letter  the  girl  said,  “Please  don’t 
worry  about  her.  We  can  do  nothing 
for  her  and  others  better  than  pray 
for  them.  God  will  listen  and  take 
care  of  ber.  I’ll  send  your  letter  to 
my  best  friend  in  Shanghai.  If  she 
can.  I  am  sure  she  will  send  the  letter 
and  everything  Miss  Coleman  needs.” 

From  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.*S.  A., 
a  report  from  the  women  and  married 
couples  has  been  received.  They  were 
interned  in  the  Great  China  Univer¬ 
sity  and  were  allowed  to  take  what 
the  men  took  with  them.  Through 
the  Swiss  consul  they  are  being  al¬ 
lowed  a  monthly  sum  for  small  ex¬ 
tras.  They  too  had  several  doctors 
and  quite  a  supply  of  medicines. 

Pearl  Caldwell:  Under  date  of 
March  14,  Mrs.  Frank  Connely  wrote 
from  Tsining,  Shantung  province: 
"We  leave  for  Weihsien  the  19th.  They 
said  there  would  be  about  1,000  or 
more  people  there — Americans,  Brit¬ 
ish,  Belgians,  Dutch,  etc.  .  .  .  Pearl 
Caldwell  has  been  rooming  with  some 
British  women,  and  the  men  in  a 
room  holding  twenty  men.  They  are 
quite  comfortable  but  receive  no  mail 
or  visitors.”  They  were  allowed  to 
take  clothing,  bedding,  linens,  dishes, 
cook  things,  garden  tools,  seed,  musi¬ 
cal  instruments,  one  small  rug  each 
and  all  the  food  stuff  on  hand.  “We 
have  all  kept  well,”  she  continues. 
“We  hear  that  they  had  about  35  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  American  school  in  Peking 
where  the  folks  have  perfect  freedom 
of  the  city.”

Grace  Wells  have  arrived  in  Honolulu, 
Hawaiian  Islands,  where  they  will 
work  until  they  can  go  on  to  China. 


2.  (Ashtaroth):  In  the  Hebrew. 
Ashtaroth  meant  "goddess,”  the  name 
of  a  Semitic  goddess,  as  associated 
with  the  Babylonians  and  Phenicians. 


3.  ("Mars  Hill"):  Mars  was  a  Lathi 
name  for  the  god  of  war.  and  a  leg¬ 
end  states  that  on  that  spot  the  war 
god  had  been  tried  for  murder  by 
Neptune,  and  other  deities  ot  the 
pantheon. 


4.  ("Calling  sheep  by  name”):  It 
has  always  been  usual  for  shepherds 
to  lead  their  (locks  at  nightfall  to 
walled  folds  or  enclosures  as  a  pro¬ 
tection  against  thieves  and  wild  ani¬ 
mals.  Here  a  porter  tor  watchman) 
guards  them  all  night.  Each  shep¬ 
herd  comes  In  the  morning,  calls 
each  sheep  by  name,  as  they  gather 
around  him  to  be  led  to  pasture.  He 
knows  each  sheep  by  an  individtftel 
name.

MACEDONIA  CALLING 
George  W.  Sadler 
Secretary  for  Africa.  Europe  and 
the  Near  East 


The  course  of  Christianity  changed 
when  Paul  in  Asia  heard  and  heeded 
the  plea  for  help  from  Macedonia  in 
Europe.  Macedonia  is  again  calling 
and  there  are  those  who  believe  the 
manner  in  which  we  respond  will  not 
only  affect  the  current  of  history  but 
also  partially  determine  the  future  of 
Christianity.  The  current  cry  comes 
from  those  whose  homes  have  been 
destroyed,  whose  children  are  starv¬ 
ing,  whose  loved  ones  have  been  killed 
or  forced  to  labor  in  distant  lands. 

Let  us  face  frankly  the  facts  that 
are  presented  to  us  by  persons  whose 
trustworthiness  none  can  doubt,  per¬ 
sons  like  our  own  missionaries;  Ex- 
President  Herbert  Hoover;  Ex-Gover¬ 
nor  Herbert  H.  Lehman;  the  Honor¬ 
able  Wendell  Willkie,  and  scores  of 
others.  Here  is  the  situation:  “From 
Norway  to  Greece  and  from  the  Eng¬ 
lish  Channel  to  the  Volga,  the  dark 
cloud  of  famine  and  pestilence  grows 
more  ominous  as  the  war  goes  on.” 
We  are  told  that  the  faces  of  babies 
look  like  those  of  wrinkled  old  men 
because  their  mothers  can  provide  lit¬ 
tle  nourishment  for  them,  that  pupils’ 
teeth  are  loose,  their  eyes  refuse  to 
focus  and  their  brains  cannot  con¬ 
centrate  because  they  are  in  a  state 
of  semi-starvation.  The  Honorable 
Hugh  R.  Jackson,  an  associate  of  Ex- 
Governor  Lehman,  declares:  'Some  of 
the  students  are  too  weak  to  go  to 
school,  others  go  without  having  eaten 
breakfast;  cases  of  fainting  are  fre¬ 
quent,  and  games  and  sports  have 
been  cancelled.  The  children  have 
neither  the  physical  nor  the  intellec¬ 
tual  energy  necessary  for  any  pro¬ 
longed  effort,  and  tuberculosis  and 
other  diseases  are  increasing  at  a 
rapid  rate.”  When  it  is  recalled  that 
disease  and  pestilence  naturally  fol¬ 
low  in  the  wake  of  hunger  and  mal¬ 
nutrition  and  that  medicine  and  phy¬ 
sical  care  are  almost  non-existent  in 
many  areas,  we  can  get  some  concep¬ 
tion  of  the  well-nigh  inconceivable 
circumstances  in  which  millions  find 
themselves. 

To  this  dark  picture  must  be  added 
other  black  touches  such  as  lack  of 
clothing,  fuel  and  shelter,  destruction 
of  livestock,  unavailability  of  man¬ 
power  for  farm  purposes,  ab.sence  of 
fertilizers,  worn-out  and  inadequate 
supply  of  farm  machinery. 

How  shall  we  act  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  hundreds  of  thousands  of  civil¬ 
ians  have  been  slaughtered,  families 
have  been  s^arated  by  thousands  of

These  children  have  Christian  teaching  daily  and  Christian 
services  on  Sunday.

The  boy  standing  is  repre¬ 
sentative  of  many  children  that  are  begging.  The  one  that  is 
sitting  has  gone  beyond  the  skinny  stage.  His  legs  and  face 
have  begun  to  swell,  whish  means  he  will  die  from  starvation 
in  a  short  while. 


TO  THE  HOUSEHOLD  OF  FAITH 

In  a  letter  just  received  from  China,  Dr.  R.  E.  Beddoe  writes: 

"Last  night  twenty  war  orphans  came  here  from  Margie  Shumate’s  field.  Six  of  them 
were  immediately  admitted  to  the  hospital,  as  they  were  too  sick  to  proceed  across 
me  city  to  the  orphanage.  Mrs.  Beddoe  and  I,  returning  from  a  service,  found  th*-se 
children  huddled  around  their  baggage  at  the  hospital  entrance,  eating  rice  congee. 
The  girls  of  our  Bible  School,  seeing  the  little  children  were  very  hungry,  had  divided 
their  meager  allowance  and  were  encircling  them,  enjoying  watching  the  avid  con¬ 
sumption  of  the  food. 

“This  morning  Mr.  Wong,  one  of  Margie’s  country  preachers,  who  brought  the  chil¬ 
dren  up,  called  me  at  my  office.  Wong  is  American  educated.  But.  oh  if  you  could 
have  seen  his  frayed  trousers,  his  grass  sandals,  his  coat,  yellow  with  age,  his  ancient 
felt  hat  and  his  emaciated  face,  you  would,  like  me,  have  felt  your  heart  melt  within 
you.  With  never  a  word  of  complaint  this  saint  of  God  with  beamint?  fare  anokn 


Toi  Shan,  Kwantung. 
Dear  Dr.  Maddry: 

Please  send  me  all  possible  Re¬ 
lief  funds.  Famine  conditions  are 
spreading  until  additional  counties 
are  in  great  distress.  Hundreds  of 
Christians  are  in  great  distress 
Funds  are  not  sufficient  for  starv¬ 
ing  Christians.  Church  committee’s 
help  reaches  only  a  few  places  of 
the  scores  of  places  where  relief 
of  Christians  is  imperative.  Shlu 
Hing  and  Sun  Hing  fields  also  in 
great  need.  Famine  prices  on 
food  prevail.  Many,  many  starv¬ 
ing  and  conditions  getting  worse 
every  day.  It  breaks  my  heart.
